SECRET PASSAGE 


Beebe Goer fer Goede Gaede Bede Goede foehs 

iDuring the late war the necessity 
for constructing or finding under- 
ground shelter for troops and civil- 
ians' from heavy shell fire or aerial 
bombs called attention to some of the 
immense underground chambers, 
vaults and passageways which were 
found to exist in different parts of 
France and Belgium. Apparently 
many of these cated from centuries 
earlier and had been made for de- 
fence or refuge from the warfare of 
the day, when the civilian population 
had to find a place of hiding from the 
violence of the soldiery, while others 
had been. made to allow of individuals 
hicing or escaping from private enam- 
ies or the hand of justice. The num- 
ber of these underground passages 
and secret chambers bears witness to 
the insecurity of life in olden times 
and may make us thankful that we do 
not live in anything like “the good old 
times.”

parents who hac! old friends in Brus- 
sels, the capital of Belgium, and 
thinking that a year or two on the Con- 
tinent would be useful for their son by 
way of education, then sent him when 
he was about 16 to stay with these 
friends in Brussels for a year or so. 
There were two other Bnglish boys of 
his acquaintance also in Brussels at 
the same time with whom young ‘Parry 
made friends, and the son of the 
household with whom he lived, 
Armand Mortier, made a fourth in 
most of their doings.

through some secret‘passage of which |: 


it alone- knew: the existence. The 
writer explained the pensistence of 
its appearances over long ‘periods of 
time beyond that of one human life on 
the ground that such monsters did in 
fact live to quite abnormal lengths of 
years. The story ended without any 
solution of the mystery. 

The boys were highly interested, be- 
ing just at the age whem they were 
ready to scoff at ghosts in their con- 
versation and in their ‘hearts to have 
some sneaking coubts as to whether 
thera might not. be something in it all. 
Mortier made the story even more in- 
teresting by informing them that a 
secret passageway into the house had 
actually been discovered mot many 
years before, most ingeniously con- 


structed and concealed at the back of j 


a huge, old, open fireplace in the lib- 
rary itself. The natural and imme- 
Giate enquiry of the boys was wheth- 
er he had ever gone in the passage. 
He replied mo, that he ‘had looked into 
it with his father at the time it was 
found by workmen. doing some repairs 
to the fireplace, but that it seemed 
marrow, dirty and uninviting, and 
therefore neither he nor anyone else 
had gone into it. The minc's of boys 
of different nations must operate rath- 
er differently, for the mere mention 
of the passageway was an instantan- 
eous challenge tto the British boys, 
who demanded that they be shown it 
forthwith. The Belgian ‘boy had no 
objection. His father and mother 
were out for tlhe afternoon, and in any 
event had never forbidden him to show 
the secret passage to anyone. They 
were Simply not interested in it, which 
may to some extent be explained by 
the fact that such passages are much 
more common on the Continent than in 
Great Britain. He therefore led the 
way to the library fireplace. It was 
summer and no fire was burning in the 
huge, ol! from basket. Like many of 
these old ifireplaces this one was of 
an immense size, big enough to have 
seats insidg it. Old inms and public 
houses particularly used to have such 
fineplaced and some of them can still 
be seem in HDneglland: itself. Beneath 
one of the seats, and set im the brick 
work with no trace visible unless one 
knew what to look for and where to 
look for it, was a spring which on be- 
ing pressed rolled back the brick-lined 
doorway and revealed the secret pas- 
sage. It was certainly uninviting, as 
Mortier had said. The entrance was 
tow. Inside it was, of course, pitch 
dark except for a few feet from the 
door, and’ it looked dirty «amd natrrow. 
That was no deterrent to the boys. 
They at once declared that they must 
explore the passage. One of them pos- 
sessed a smaill flashlight torch which 
he went and fetched. Montier got a 
candle and matches. He had not been 
interestec' at first, but the excitement 
of the other boys was contagious, and 
he also became enthusiastic in the 
search. One by one they passed 
thnough the doorway, stooping as 
they went, and led by thie boy with the 
flashlight torch. They found them- 
selves in a marrow stone corndor lin- 
ed and pavet' with roughly shaped 
stones, high enough for a mam of aver- 
age height to stand up in, dank and 
chilly in atmosphere. The feeble 
light of the torch shone in fnomt of 
them, and showed them thm the pas- 
sage seemed toturnafter a.few yards. 
They went forward to the corner, 
shone the torch round it, saw that 
rough stone steps took the passage 
down to a lower level, anc’ then for 
the first time they hesitated. It is 
one thing tio scoff at an old ghost story 
in a comfortable room with the sun- 
light shining in at the windows and 
all the everyday things going on 
round one. It is quite amother thing 
to do so in a dark, chilly and mys- 
terious passage with only a feeble 
torch-Nght to disperse the gloom and 
behind one the gray gleam from the 
entrance door. ‘Parry himself in tell- 
ing the story in Tater years saic’ that 
he distimctly did not wamt to go on. 
However, none fiked to be the first to 
suggest giving up the adventure, so 
the four turmed the corner, left the 
remnants of daylight behind them an¢' 
walked down the steps in to the ob- 
acurity beyond. The passage was 
sloping downwards evidently getting 
deeper under the ground. The boys 
felt their spirits at first just a little 
chillec. Their voices sounded hollow 
and eerie in the passage. Each step 
forward seemed to send their eager- 
ness for adventure a little lower. Then 
one of them felt his foot strike some- 
thing lying on the floor, and he called 
to the leader with the light ito flash it 
in his direction. The loose object on 
the ground was a bone of some size. 
“How did that get there?” one boy 
asked, and mo one seemed able to 
suggest anything in the way of an 
answer, but they resumed their ad- 
vance with mo encouragement from 
the findl The mext thing that. attract- 
ed their attention was a faint squeak 
and souttie of fittle feet in the dark- 
ness ahead.

In the 
far corner of the room wasa_ dorr, 
otherwise there was no exit. Tho 
candie brought by Mortier was set on 
the table and lighted, and its little 
flame showed the small room up as a 
whole better than the mere flashlight 
of the torch. They Tooked at the door 
with interest. It might be the em- 
trance to something else to be explor- 
ed. It had no handle. The only ap- 
parent means of opening it was a sort 
of iron spike projecting from the door 
at about the place a handle might 
have been expectet. The boys rath- 
er recovered their spirits now that 
they thought they had proved the com- 
plete harmiessmess of the mysterious 
massage way. Someone suggested 


opening ithe door and seeing what was 
on the other side. One boy took hold 
of the iron spike and pulled but .the 
door Gidn’t move. Then another boy, 
with a belief in his superior strength, 
laid hold of the spike and pulled and 
shook at it.. Suddenly as he dtd so 
he felt a pull the opposite way. For 
& moment he dic' not realize it. Then 
as he pulled at the spike the felt it 
pulled from the other side of the door, 
and instantly fear awoke in him. 
“There's something on the other side 
of the door,” he yelled to his fellows,

The other boys were panalyzed at his 
cry for help. That there really was 
something or someone in the secret 
passageway after all brought back to 
their minds in a rush all that they had 
been told by Mortier and his book of 
the dreadful inhabitant who had 
haunted it in former days. It was 
Parry who hat! hold of the spike. There 
wae not much of it projecting from 
the door, not enough to give a really 
good grip with both hamds. The force 
pulling against him was too strong for 
him and the spike was drawn from his 
hamds and disappeared through the 
door just as complete panic took holk' 
of him amd the other ‘three. They 
made one wild rush for the passage 
entnance and tore along it in the dark- 
ness, stumbling, bumping, treading on 
one anothier's ‘heels in thefr fear.

An effort is also being made to 
secure permission of :the bank super- 
intendents in the province to have the 
various branch banks throughout the 
province used as depots where copies

The directors of the wheat pool, the 
members of the provincial legislature 
the directors of the U.F.A. and of the 
U.F.W.A. are all to be asked to assist 
in the crive for memberships. The 
organization committee is relying 
upon the U-F.A. and U.F.W.A. locals 
to prosecute ‘the work of canvassing 
the various districts. 


‘The joint organization committee 
for tthe pools was formed at a meeting 
of the directors of the three pools held 
in Edmonton last weekend. The com- 
mittee consists of the secretaries of 
the three pools and the three chair- 
men as ex-officio members. The chair- 
man of the joint pool is A. B. Clay- 
pool, the vice-chairman is Mrs. F. EB. 
Wyman, and the Secretary is R. A. 
Jan Slyke. The members of the com- 
mittee will make their heacquarters 
in Edmonton during the latter part of 
May anc’ during the ‘period of the drive 
for members. 


Up until the beginning of this week, 
the largest flock of hens signed up for 
the poultry pool was that of Chas. O. 
Dawson, of the Western Egg Farm, 
Ardenode, numbering 400 hens. Mil- 
ton Roper, Secretary of the Mirror 
Local of the U.F.A., who is one of the 
canvassers, says he and his brother 
will have 500 hens next winter. 


One of the canvassers inthe Grande 
Prairie district in two days’ work last 
week signed up about 80 percent. of 
the farmers in his territory for the 
livestock pool. 


An indication of the extent to which 
the principle of co-operative market- 
ing is being incorporated in legal 
enactments, is shown by tthe fact 
that 37 states of the union now have 
co-operative marketing legislation 
on their statute books.

FACTS AND POSSIBILITIES 


The moving picture has now  be- 
come an established and recognized 
part of our social life. The manufac- 
ture of moving pictures has become a 
great industry, a@mploying thousanc's 
of persons, making use of very lange 
sums of capital. dt is‘a highly organ- 
ized industry, amd like so many mod- 
ern industries is tending to become 
more so, and to fall into the hands of 
a few large itrusts. One has only to 
watch a mocern picture being exhi- 
bited to note the ‘high level of tech- 
miral excellence which has been at- 
tained in the making of them. To the 
ordinary spectator there seems to be 
something supremely marvellaus 
about them. Take such a picture as 
Douglas Fairbanks’ “Thief ‘of Bagh- 
dad,” 1n which peopte flew through 
the air on a magic carpet, and armies 
were made to spring up out of ‘the 
ground by the mere throwing clown 
of some powder, while a winged horse 
galoped gaily through the clouds. 
That even finer picture, “The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse,” showed 
some wonderful photographic effects, ; 
and there is ‘hardly a picture of any | 
note that does not demonstrate a high 
«egree of skill. 

It is the same with the stage man-: 
agement of sudh things as great 
crowds and artificial scenery. They | 
show great skill! and the utmost ‘lav: 
ishness in respect of expense. 

Yet it is quite doubtful whether the 
prevailing practice is not in some cas~ 
es quite uselessly extravagant. The 
moving picture theatre seems to have 
been attacked by the same disease as 
the speaking theatre, in which costli- 
ness and magnificence of production 
nre sometimes used to cover poverty 
of plot ant mediocrity of acting. It 
is a moot question whether results at 
least as goot' could mot be got with 
far less expense if more brains and 
less superficial display were put into 
the plots and setting of the pictures. 

A further element in piling up ‘the 
expense of production is the salaries 
paid to Meading actors and actresses. 
Even after allowing for the exagger 
ations in these matters, which seem 
to be ithe habituat practice in state-. 
ments made public in newspapers and 
other periodicals, the salaries’ paid: to 
the stars of tthe profession are owt of 
all proportion to their real value. 
There are few actors ant! actresses in 
the moving picture profession whose 
acting reafly stands out head and 
shoulders above that of the rank and 
file. Certainly it is hard to believe 
that any moving picture actor or 
actress ig really worth. a salary which 
dwarfs into insignificance that of any 
prime minister or official of the Em. 
pire and puts them almost on a 
jevel with the great commercial 
magnates of the world. 

In short, it is at! least possible to 
argue that the moving picture indus- 
try is to some extent a gigantic 
bluff worked on the public, ‘who 
might inevitably get just as good pic- 
tures at lower prices if. they went 
about it im the right way. ~ F 

The cost of making a film,so far as 
the mere photography is concernec' is 
approximately 15c per foot for ‘the 
fully developed film ready for use. 
Thaly is the cost if the work of de 
velopment is done by ar outside agen- 
cy for the owmers of the film. Natur- 
ally the great companies do all these 
things for themsdlves, and so reduce 
the cost considerably. Now a film 
passes over the screen at about the 
rate of 1,000 feet in from 15 to 18 
minutes, so that every quarter of an 
hour approximately $150.00 worth of 
photography tis shown to tha public. 
A film story that lasts an hour is 
quite a good length, which means ap- 
proximately 4,000 feet of film, ‘or. 
$600.00 worth of photography. That 
includes no a'ilowamce for the Salar- 
ies of actors ané actresses, of the 
photographer, or for scenery ‘and 
Hiresses, but if these cam be obtained 
conditionally ree, a film can be 
made for about the above cost, ‘though 
allowance should certainly ‘be made 
for spoiled parts of the film or “cut- 
ting” or “clipping,” as we think it is 
called. 3 aM; . 

‘Here then ‘ies the chamce of ‘the 
local company. Given a number of 
capable amateur actors and actresses, 
givem someone ingenfous enough to 
write a plot for them which wil? be 
simple enough .to be acted without 
much cost im costumes and with the 
use onfiy of natural scenery, anc’ yet of 
sufficient interest to hold the public, 
it ig possible to produce a picture 
focally which will be able to sell on 
the gemeral film market at a price 
amply recompensing the cost of tak- 
ing amd leaving a profit over for 
those concerned. ; 2 3 

So far as the photography. is con- 
cerned, as long as natural light only is 

_used,-the ordinary. principles of eyery-. 
day photography hold good, as ait is 
evident from the photographs taken 
of outdoor sporting events, proces’ 
sioms anc such things. Once antificial 
light has to be used, technical ques- 
tions of make-up an) other things 
come in to complicate matters. A 
serviceable camera can be got for 
from $200.00 to $500.00 new. That will 
not be capable of many of the trick 
effects used in elaborate productian, 
but it) will do perfectly wel! for 
straightforward photography. It can 
be operated after very little practice 

‘by any man with a good knowledge of 
ordinary photography, but a trained 
moving picture camera man can in 
any event be hired for -$40.00 per 
week or so, anc’ cameras themselves 
cam also be got on.hliire, jf purchase is 
thought undesirable. , 

Now, Alberta and Western Canada 
generally is well adapted for the tak- 
ing of films. The light Is, as-a rule, 
excellent. In this district with its 
woods ant! lakes, and with the Rocky 
Mountains at hand, there is no lack of 
picturesque sceneny. A highly experi- 
enced camera man who had taken 


_moving pictures all over the wonld 


for the Pathe Company, gave it as his 
opinion in conversation that Western 
Canat'a was most sulttable for film 
making, and of course there have been 
several widely exhibited films taken 
in the West, such as—if we are not 
mistaken—that one called “Back to 
Gods Country.” The Winter of Cana- 
da, with its suntight, snow and ice, 
also lends itself well to the making of 
moving picture |fifims. 

‘There would, therefore, seem to be 
no vital reason why film making 
should not be established as a suc 
cessful incustry amongst us. Yet it 
has hardly been attempted, and such 
attempts as have been made seem to 
have been by no means always suc- 
cessful. Some of them resulted in 
losses. Others just about paid ex- 
penses: A's far as can be ascentained, 
the trouble seems to have Dain in the 
expensive settings and equipment and 
the salaries of those -concerned. 

Red Deer has grealt advantages for 
the trial of such a small scheme. It 
has admirable scenery with woods, 
rivers-and lakes all ready for use 
Moreover, Red Deer also has tthe nuc- 
leus of a capable dramatic club, as 
was shown:in the last two years. There 
seems to be no reason why an attempt 
should not be made to form a Tocal 
filM company and make a picture with 
local money and local actors ant’ 
actresses. No doubt alll concerned 
would give their time free in the first 
instance on condition of sharing in the 
profits if the picture turned out to be 
a success. On this basis it would be 
at most a matter of $1,000.00 to make 
the experiment. If the resulting pic- 
ture were at all good, it would be 
worth considerably more than that 
sum, ‘and surely, say, 100 people in the 
Cigtrict can be found to venture $10.00 
each on this enterprise, which at the 
worst would be excdilent fun and 
might also be a first rate advertise- 
ment for Red Deer. 

There are difficulties and obstacles 
to be ovarcoma, of course. The mar 
keting of the fitm is one of these. 
Even if it were quite good, it has to 
face severe competition, but there does 
not! seem to ba any reason for refus- 
ing to make an effont merely because 
there are formidable rivals in ‘the 
field. The market is not so com- 
pletely “closec” as to keep out all 
small concerns. 

The management of the company 
would need skill and tact. There 
seems to be something in acting which 
brings out all the innate vanity and 
jealousy of human nature, and people 
who willstandafairmeasure of criti- 
cism in other things, become furious 
if their acting capacity ts in the 
smallest degree reflected on. That 
means a careful selection of actors 
and rigid yet tactful discipline. 

The. idea is being brought to the 
notice of one or two citizens of Red 
Deer and district, and inquirles are 
being made as to the possibility of 
carrying it out. “The News” will wel 
come any criticisms and suggestions 
on the subject and willl be glad to help 
if the scheme is serioudly gone into. 
Perhaps some of our ambitious auth- 
ors would try their hands at plots or 
“scenarios,” a3 they are called.

BOOK COLUMN 


(From the Red Deer City Library) 


FOUR: FAMOUS MYSTERIES 
by Sir John Hall. 


Hor those who liks stories which 
combine the attraction of mystery 
with ‘historic events, this book makes 
good reaing. The first problem con- 
sidered is that of the secret treaty 
made in 1807 on a raft moored in the 
middle of the river Nieumeu between 
the Czar Alexander of Russia and the 
Emperor Napoleon of France. It was 
a treaty ¢raught with the utmost dan- 
ger to Britain. It wa's made on the 
Mth of June,’ There were neither 
telegraphs, railways or steamships in 
those <ays. Travel was slow att the 
best of ‘times and much slower at that 
moment because all Europe was torn 
with war. Yet mot later than the lst 
of July ‘the news of the Treaty had 
reached the British Government in 
London, and forced Canning, then 
Foreign Minister, to decide to seize 
the Danish fleet to prevent its falling 
into the hands of Napoleon. Who was 
it wha leaned the contents of the 
Treaty made with such elaborate pre- 
cautions for secrecy anc’ munaged to 
betray it 30. quickly to the Bmitish 
Government? For long there was a 
tradition, that a British officer named 
MicKenzie was actually present ‘on 
the raft in the disguise of a Russian 
goldier. ‘This fantastic story is now 
discredited, and the author of the 
book sets forth a theory as to how 
the secret was discovered, which may 
not be the correq, one but which is 
at least plausible and fits in with such 
facts as are known about the case. 
It is provoking to modern stuc'ants of 
history ito read that the papers whitch 
might have told the story clearly ‘were 
carefully sought for and destroyed at 
the death of the man to whom the evi- 
dence points as having sold the secret 
to tthe British Government and 80 
having a not dmconsiderable part in 
the eventual’ defeat of Napoleon ant' 
the saving ‘of Great Britain. 

The second mystery is that of Mn. 
Benjamin Bathurst. This man was 
sent by the British Government in 
1809 as Envoy to the Austrian Court 
at Vienna. Austria had again taken 
up arms against Napoleon, but was 
swiftly and hopelessly defeated. Bat- 
hurst, therefore, had to leave Austria 
and started ‘on his way back to Eng- 
land. ‘On the afternoon of November 
25th, 1809, he and his two companions, 
a man servant and an embassy mes+ 
senger, came to a little German ‘town 
callet! Perleberg and stopped for a 
few hours at the post house. They 
intended to go on again at 9 in the 
evening, but when the time came and 
the carriage was driven to the door, 
Bathurst had disappeared, and he was 
never, So far as is known, seen again. 
What became of him? Who killed 
him, if he was killed. His tronsers 
were found in’ a wood close to the 


town a few days Taten, otherwise no | 


trace of him was discovered. The 
popular theory was that he had been 
murdered by Napoleon’s secret agents 
who at that time swarmed in Germany 
just as his soldiers did. There is no 
absolute proof that this was not the 
case, but ‘there are some strange indi- 
cations that itis mot so. The Prus- 
sian Government at that time was 
secretly on friencly terms with Great 
Britain, though outwardly it was com- 
pletely subject to Napoleon. The 
military commandant of the town 
where ithe murder took place acted 
atrangely, for the certainly took steps 
to prevent the ordinary civil authori- 
ties investigating the case fully, amd 
he did g0 after consultation with his 
superiors ‘in Berlin. The British Gov- 
emment also seemed to know more 
than it admitted, for it received the 
aviclence ‘of one of Bathurst's two com- 
panions, taken by the military authori- 
ties in Germany, and suppressed: that 
evidence as far as the outside wonld, 
and the dead man’s wife in particular, 
were concerned. The author puts 
forwand an explanation which may be 
very near the mark. It is concerned 
with. the secret patriotic amti-French 
gocieties with which Germany was 
then thoneycombed, ant' must be read 
in full to be appreciated. The author 
guggests that there may still be tin 
existence in the archives of the Prus- 
sian Government at Berlin, some doc- 
ument which will tel! the whole 
story. If so it may some day provide | 
highly interesting reading.

THE GANADIAN CAVALRY 


IN ACTION 


Mr. J. R. Weston, who served with 
the Canadian Cavalry in the late war, 
and himself took part in the fine cay: 
elry work which was a feature of the 
last few moniths of ithe war, has called 
our attention to the following account 
of davairy action written by an infan- 
try officer who watched it, and pub 
lished in the January, 1924, number of 
The Canadian Defence Quarterly. 


terest: 2 

“Surely my most impressive experi- 
ence during the. late war was a view 
of cavalry im action. Somewhat des 
pised on account of enforced inaction 
during the dong trench to trench 
atrugelle preceding the operations of 
1918, then the cavalry came glorious- 
ly into its own and proved its inciis- 
pensable wonth as ian offensive force. 

‘On August 8th, 1908, our battalion 
went over in support on that first day 
of the great ‘Amfens push to jump 
through ithe illustrious ‘‘Pats” at their 
objective and attack and consolidate 
Cayeux Wood under cover of a cavalry 
assault. With mo antillery preparation 
the mounted ttroops, with their pent 
up craving to prove their usefulness, 
were to pave the way for our con- 
solidlation of the position. 

Our assembly position in advance of 
the Patricias’ objective was on the 
forward slope of a hill overlooking a 


_ valley some ‘300 yards In width. = A 


bright sumshine of noonday in Aug: 
ust—birds singing and wild flowers 
growing about us—we were so far ad- 
vances! beyond the firing ling that few 
signs of war's devastation were’ evi- 
dent, and it seemed for a moment like 
a picnic outing. 

‘Soon in dow ground behind us hordes 
of cavalny were seen assembling. In 


-our infantry ignonancte it seemed a 


chaos of manmiridéen horses rushing 
hither and thither in a mad stampede 
Our inaccurate impression’ was that 
the entire davalry corps was support- 
ing us instead of a mere two squad- 
rons, 

A rush down the sunken road 
through the ridge on our immediate 
right and they deployed into lines in 
the vailley before us. Climbing the 
risa from the valley with a cheer of 
victory, the furious assault charged 
madly but in perfect order across the 
level field of 400 or 500 yards to the 
bulllet speeing wood tacross the front 
—a truly wonderful sight. In the face 
of a frantic though futile fire from the 
enemy machine guns, they charged 
with intrepid ‘bravery. Here and there 
a riderless horse scampered back, or 
imbued with Hun-hunt spirit, joined 
the chase, betokening a casualty, 
whose only regret was that he could 
not be “in at the death.” Within 
scance a minute from the sounding of 
the charge, the horsemen were Tost to 
eight in the woods and panic-stricken 
Huns were dribbling from the woods 


- with hands meaching Heavenwerd in 


supplication for mercy anc! humble 
demonstration of <ociile submission. 

Thus came the conviction of ‘the 
unpamaleled vailue of the  shvift- 
moving davalry in assault in such 
propitious circumstances. The speed 
with which the defensive field of fire 
of the enemy was crossed permitted 
the gunmers no time to direct their 
fire, their impending and: positive fate 
paralyzed their trigger fingens ( a sen- 
sation familiar to us all) and the less 
than 60 seconds of time allowed but a 
minimum number of casualties to that 
glorious little assaulting force. 

Thea imfanttry followed, deployed 
across the front in our slogging, plod 
ding, methodical way. We met no op- 
position from our front, requiring only 
gome necessany precaution against a 
senttered fire from our flanks. So 
terrifically fierce and sudden hac’ the 
assault been that the terror-stricken 
enemy were broken and ready for 
brand The company to which the 
writer was attached anrived at its 
objective without casualty, an unpre- 
cedented record in view of the  pre- 
pared resistance.

While we wait for the leaves, the 
trees are anything but idle. If we 
watch, it is easy to note the changes 
as they occur and to follow more or 
less intelligently the processes by 
means of which the trees perform the 
miracle that transforms ithe face of the 
whole countryside. It must be because 
there is no noise or fuss in the great 
busy workshop of mature that we miss 
so much that is strange and wonder- 
ful in the lives of living things: about 
us. Then, too, we fail to appre- 
ciate the marvellous cleverness of the 
trees, tha forethought shown by 
their preparations, the excellence and 
economy of their planning, the imstinct 
or knowledge which prompts the tree 
community inthe timing of the spring 
performance. For all must be ready 
when, as if at a given signal, on a 
sunny day the leaves begin the spring 
fashion parade, the minacle is accom: 
plished and summer is on the way 
again. 

Yet we know the coming of the leav- 
es to be no miracle of an instant but 
the result of long and patient prepara- 
tiom begun in the previous autumn and 
continued through the cold, discourag- 
ing weather of early spring. 

The young leaves are developed in 
shapely packages, known as buds, 
coated with sticky waterproofs against 
insects and weather, wearing warm 
grey wool for protection from thecold. 
Inside tthe tiny buds lie clusters of 
leaves, folded, plaited or curlet! ac- 
cording to nature’s design, but each 
free to shake out whole and free and 
perfect when the proper time arrives. 
If you care to watch interesting 
things, collect various buds and: find 
out how the different species of 
(trees plan to overcome obstacles and 
achieve a successful debut for the 
leaves. 

For the trees have their own troubl- 
es. Insect larvae try to bore into the 
buc's, and Jater armies of them feed 
on the tender leaf blades. Aphides 
and leaf rollers convert the tree foli- 
age to their own uses. Frosts nip the 
new leaves. Storms and snow and 
people and amimals tear down the sup- 
porting branches. 

Worst of all are the enemies that 
tunnel through the defences of bark 
amd tough bud covering, attacking the 
vital inner tissues of the tree as dis- 
eased usually attacks man. The chief 
offenders in this respect are the bark 
boring beetles, whose tarvae make 
such wonderful traceries on the wood 
under the bark, and certain wasps, 
the larvae of which live in broad 
tunnels. It is possible that they make 
the tree feel quite ilb and in the end 
they usually succeed in destroying it. 

However, a surgeon is called in. Dr. 
Woodpecker, who taps cheerfully, and 
undertakes to operate at once. His 
surgical instruments, drill, saw, ham- 
mer and tweezers are carriet! com- 
pactly in his bill. Probably the X-ray 
outfit is packed inside his sku, for ‘he 
has no difficulty in diagnosing the 
case and locating the seat of the 
trouble. Soon the ‘bark is stripped 
away, and Dr. Woodpecker is Crilling 
with well direoted strokes into the 
bole of the tree. The fat grub is 
speared on the barbed tongue, drawn 
out of his snug retreat and consumed 
at onee, for this doctor collects fees 
as he goes, his fee being the choice 
morsel extnacted from the patient. 
From the woodpecker’s point of view 
the operation has been a complete 
success, but, alas, the tree has little 
chance of recovery. It may linger on 
half alive for years, operated on 
agaim and again for the same kind of

Lord Strathcona’s Horse 
was a regiment’ raised and equipped 
by Lord Strathcona for the South 
African war, with which Commissioner 
Stephenson and other Red Deer men 
served, the Red Deer Memorial Hos- 
pital being built in remembrance of 
three of its members who fell in that 
war. The welcome of the Calgary 
soldiers to Red Deer was consequently 
a warm one, and both officers and men 
spoke In the highest terms of the 
brotherly treatment they received. 

The detachment were at Olds on 
Tuesday night, Red Deer Wednesday 
night, Lacombe Thursday night, and 
were to be at Wetaskiwin Friday 
night.

standard is very close indeed. 

One of these problems is that of 
stabilizing the value of the dollar. It 
we 
give to this when we consicer how 
much our happiness and welfare de- 
pend on it. Everybody ig urged to put 
aside a part. of his.earnings “against a 
rainy day,” and some of us are really 
trying to do it. But what certainty 
have we that the dollar'we put away 
to-day ‘will have anything Iike its pres- 
ent buying power at some future 
time? ‘None whatsoever. These c'ol- 
Jars of to-day may have any fraction 
or any number of times their present 
buying power when we need to use 
them later on. Perhaps wo fondiy im- 
agine we have a competence in sight 
‘But have we? That 
all depends on the buying power of 
the dollar when old age comes. We 
are too apt to think of the dollar as a 
sort of fixed and invariabie “unit of 
value.” The fact is this “unit,” re- 
gardeé! over long periods of time, — is 
one of the most variable and fluctuat- 
ing things with which we have to do. 

Now this is a very strange situation 
when we come to think of it. Money 
ig merely an instrument invented by 
man to facilitate the exchange of what 
he has for something he desires more. 
And here we stand completely in its 
power. We cannot store away in 
kind the butter, flour, cloth, and boots 
we shall need in our declining years. 
We must make our accumulation in 
terms of money. But the moment our 
services or the products of our labor 
are exchanged for money we lose con- 
trol, Henceforth we are atthe mercy 
of economic forces as resistless anc’ 
uncontrollable, it would appear, as the 
earthquakes and tornadoes that devas- 
tate our homes. 

But this is not the only problem re- 
lating to money which baffles the 
economists. Another such problem is 
that of the recurring periods of “hard 
times” or economic depression which 
bring untold suffering and distress on 
great numbers of mankind. Tt. was 
thought formerly that these fluctu- 
ations were linked up with “procuc- 
tion” in some way, that they were due, 
perhaps, to “over-production,” related 
in some way to “supply and demand. 
We used to be told in economics not 
to take the dollar at all seriously; to 
regard it merely as a “counter”; to 
keep our eyes on services and goot's. 
But the younger economists are inclin- 
ed to take a different view of the mat- 
ter. They are beginning to trace the 
evil ways of this intractable child of

to result largely from the “vagaries” 
of money circulation, credits, reserves, 
deposits, and the rest. Ant! yet so 
subtle are these influences that what 
gives rise to them,and how to control 
them, are matters upon which econ- 
omists as yet have not been able to 
agree. 

But some day these problems will be 
solved. Man will not remain forever 
a victim of the forces of his own 
creating. But we must learn to regard 
with suspicion any change in the gen- 
eral level of prices, even when this 
seems to carry with it all the ear- 
marks of prosperity. The Rt. Hon. R. 
McKenna, in the course of an address 
before the British House of Commons 
not long ago, gave it as his opinion 
that England was about to pass into “a 
time of slowly rising prices, more ac- 
tive trade and increased employ- 
ment.” No éfoubt this would make 
pleasant reading for the millions of 
unemployed in England, but not so 
for those other millions who live on 
fixed incomes. A change in the level 
of prices means a change in the value 
of money, and it is impossible to 
change the value of money without 
despoiling one class of people for the 
enrichment of another. McKenna 
recognized this in his address. “I am 
opposed,” said he, “alike to inflation 
and ¢eflation. Both are evils to be 
avoided, the one is unjust to the 
creditor, the other no less so to the 
debtor. Tam in favor of a stable cur- 
rency, which alone can secure justice 
to all classes.” There must be some- 
thing wrong somewhere when, to coax 
back prosperity, we have to resort to 
what is at bottom a form of robbery, 
refined, if you will, but robbery never- 
theless. Society will have to rise 
above that sort of thing. 

MeKenna thought that these higher 
prices and “good times” would result 
from an influx of gold into England,
